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FIRE IN FOREST ' 
IS EXTINGUISHED 


First Major Blaze During: 
Summer Season Calls 
Out Firefighters 
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NO TRESPASSING, Rooms Lucie Sam 


The first forest fire of major 
consequence in the I*. P. National 
Forests this summer broke out in 
the M arquette forest 
Thursday 
and was not brought under con­ 
trol until after sunrise Friday. 
The blaze, said Supervisor Paul 
A. W ohlen of the U. S. Forest Ser­ 
vice office for the IT. P., manifest­ 
ed itself on land in the vicinity of 
the Daggett 
fire lookout tower. 
It started on land owned bv the 
Cadillac-Soo company now being 
logged 
off but lying within the 
confines of 
Marquette 
National 
Forest. 
Scores of workers, including a 
detachment of CCC enrollees sent 
from Camp Morman Creek, 
bat­ 
tled the blaze Thursday night and 
F rid a y morning 
until 
it 
was 
brought tinder control. 
W ohlen, 
who said the blaze appeared in a 
forest “ slash” area and apparently 
resulted from the careless act of 
a smoker or camper, added that 
he had not received complete re­ 
ports showing extent of the dam­ 
age caused by the fire. More than 
SO fire fighters were on the job 
at one time. 
Guard Against Fires 
W ith the arrival of summer, a 
time 
when 
lumbermen 
in 
the 
woods are augmented by vacation­ 
ing fishermen and campers, 
the 
Forest Service, CCC camps 
and 
other units interested in conserva­ 
tion are on the alert to 
prevent 
fires and to locate and extinguish 
‘hose which do break out. 
C. 
Lewis 
H arrison, newly-ap­ 
pointed assistant supervisor at the 
I'. S. Forest Service headquarters 
here, reported for duty this week. 
He 
spent much of the week be­ 
coming fam iliar w ith conservation 
problems in the local forests and 
was on hand at the fire in the 
M arquette forest. The Marquette 
forest and the H iaw atha forest, 
that nearest Escanaba, 
comprise 
about 1,500.000 acres. 
Permits Needed 
Persons owning land lying with­ 
in the outlines of the 
National 
Forests are required 
to 
obtain 
Forest 
Service 
permits 
before 
burning any brush or timber on 
their lands or construct trenches 
necessary in keeping such fires 
under control. Campers are urged 
to obtain from the IT. S. Forest 
Service bulletins relatives to fire 
prevention.
